NOT .TO AIR DEPLORABLE FACTS 


The defence of the Hong Kong 
Bank is that the cheques were not 
forged. The signatures were 
those of. the .Hon, Mr. Mcl. 
Messer, Colonial Treasurer, and 
Mr. T. Black, cashier. 
The bodies of the three cheques 
were written by Tsang On-wing, 
a trusted Chinese clerk. The al- 
ternative defence is that ‘if ‘the 
cheques were forged, the Trea- 
sury has by its negligenee been 
estopped from any claim against 


Plaintiff's Case Closed 


Evidence relative to the work- 
ings# of the Treasury, and how 
Carvalho Yeo transacted his three 
banking accounts were given yes- 
terday afternoon. This morning 
a written statement from Mr. 
Rodriques, Accountant of: the In- 
stone Banking Corporation was 
read in Court, which was-to~the 
effect that Yeo had on September 
27, 1927, opened an account under 
the name of Chan man-wai. 
represented himself to be 
manager of the Min Tak Co. 
all cheques~-drawn againsf ° 
account were signed by Yeo... Qne 
of the three cheques forming the. 
subject of this action was passed 
through the Instone Bank. 

This closed the ease for the 
plaintiff. 


The. Defence Statement 


In opening his. defence, Mr. 
Jenkin said that he would at the 
outset assure the jury that the 
Bank had never before resisted 
the claim of the Government. The 
relationship had always been cor- 
dial. Now that this action had 
been brought the Bank had no 
desire to expose any of the Gov- 
ernment’s departments . for their 
lack of scrutiny. It was not the 
Bank’s desire to air the deplor- 
able facts in regard to. the state 
of affairs at the Treasury at the 
time when the fraud was per- 
petrated. ? 


Radical Changes 


From the time of the interview 
between the Bank and the Trea- 
sury’s representatives, the Bank 
had held the steadfast view that 
the cheques were genuine and 
that the signatures were those: of 
Mr. Messer and Mr. Black. There 
had not been the slightest inde- 
‘cision about it. It was on this 
belief that the Bank was fighting 
out the case. Therefore if, in the 
course of the proceedings, any de- 
plorable facts in connection with 
the state of affairs at the Trea= 
sury should come out, the Bank 
would regret it. 

He (Counsel) as well as the 
Bank would not be “unduly actuat- 
ed into doing so, but nevertheless 
it would be his duty to review ‘all 
the: facts of the; case, because— 
to‘ use ‘plaintiffs’: ‘words—the ac- 
tion concerned the “King's 
money.” a ant 

Counsel emphasised the fact 
that since the frand'was commit- 
ted there had been many radical 
changes in ‘the Treasury as well | 
asin other departments working- 
in conjunction with the Treasury. 

Mr. Jenkin thei reverted to the: 
Yeo casey He ‘said ‘that the fact that 
Yeo was ‘found {guilty ’ of forgery 
had nothing to do with the, pre- 
‘sent action. Yeo was tried under 
the’ eriminal laws, and in criminal 
proceedings if even a portion-of the 
cheque was altered, it amounted, ’ 
to forgery. In view-of that then’ 


it did not follow that the three 


disputed cheques were forged, or 
that the ‘signatures would ° of 
necessity. be. forgeries. <. : 
ae Remarkable Features ; 
‘Mr. ‘Potter interjected and poi i 


“ed dub that.in Yeo's trial, the jury. 


was asked « to find whether the 
signatures of ‘Mr. Messer or: Mr. 


Black were forgeries, and also 
whether the body’ of the cheques 
were in’ Tsang On-wing’s hand- 
writing. There was no question 
of alterations and the jury were 
never asked to consider that point. 

His Lordship said that in the 
present case it should be better 
for Mr. Jenkin to ask the jury to 
find: whether the cheques were 
forged and that the jury must do 
so on their own responsibility and 
on the facts of the case aS pre- 
sented, * 

Continuing, Mr. Jenkin said that 
if the jury would marshal all the 
facts before them, they would -un- 
doubtedly find two remarkable fea- 
tures. There was, first of all, thé 
conclusion of the Bank that the 
cheques were genuine, and what 
led to such conclusions. That the 
plaintiffs pleaded that the signa- 
tures on the disputed cheques were 
forgeries. 

The Handwriting 

They had now to consider the 
handwriting on the body of the 
cheyues. If the handwriting was 
in Tsang On-wing’s, it proved that 
he was in the ewindle, And if he 
wags in the swindle, he had be- 
trayed the trust reposed in him. 
It also proved that he had obtain- 
ed the signatures by means of a 
trick, because both Mr Messer 
and Mr. Black had emphatically 
asserted that they could not have 
signed the cheques. The reason 
given-.was that the amounts were 
too large and that at the end of 
the year, the Treasury was invari- 
ably watching out cheques for 
large amounts sows not to over- 
draw their aecount. 


A Trusted Clerk 


“My answer to that,” said Mr. 
Jenkin, “is that the signatures 
were obtained by a trick and that 
it was not discovered unti] some 
considerable time after.” The 
Bank still maintained that the 
signatures were genuine, and their 
alternative defence, Counsel went 
on, would be one of negligence on 
the part of the Treasury in that 
they had failed’ to earry out a 
duty due to the Bank to warn 
them of cheques having been lost. 
Their failure to do so would, in 
law. estop them from any claims. 

Mr. Jenkin then reviewed the 
facts relating to the first cheque 
book in which 30 cheques were 
found missing. This book, he 
said, was sent to the Treasury on 
November 2, 1926, with a memo. 
from the Bank giving the first and 
last numbers of the cheques con- 
tained in the book. Tsang check- 
ed it with-the first and last num- | 
bers of the cheques and also with 
the numbers on the cover of the 
cheque book, He found nothing 
wrong. He initialled the acknow- 
ledgment form and then took it in 
to Mr. Messer to sign. 


Brains’ Nationality? 
. Continuing, Mr: Jenkin said that 
Mr. Messer had spoken something 
about the working of the: Chinese 
‘brains; in defenee of Tsang On- 
wing.

The net trade balance of last 
year was £150,000,000 which show- 
ed a remarkable recovery from 
the set-back of 1926 when it was 
£9,000,000. Industria] production 
generally had increased 5.2 ver 
cent, in 1928, compared with 1924. 

In view of the considerable re- 
gional amalgamations the poten- 
tialities in the iron and steel in- 
dustry ‘were encouraging and 
shipbuilding was satisfactory. 
The coal industry, for the first 
time for a considerable period, 
was making a profit. Though the 
cotton trade was depressed, deve- 
lopment within the industry was 
distinctly satisfactory.

Further Details 

A British Wireless. message states 
that Sir Philip Cuniffe-Lister re- 
viewed the present trade conditions 
and prospects and said that, taking 
1924 as the base year, exports in 
1928 were up 4.6 per cent, and 
manufactured exports were up 7.8 
per cent. 

If one took the first quarter of 
this year and compared it with ‘the 
corresponding quarter of 1924, 
the total’ exports showed an im- 
provement of 9.2 per cent, and 
manufactured. exports were 14.1 
per cent. “better” ere 

Industrial production generally 
was’ up 5.2 per cent. in 1928 as 
compared with 1924, and if one 
took the manufacturing production | 
increase it was 9.2 per cent. 

These facts showed that trade 
was steadily taking an upward 
trend. 

-Referring to cotton, Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister said that when the 
American section of cotton trade 
had set its house in order and when 
it put forward a. scheme of re- 
organisation, which really faced 
the facts and dealt with buying, 
manufacturing and selling, it would 
be in a position to demand all the 
finances it required and the Bank of 
England would be ‘ready to lend 
it money up to £2,000,000. 


“WORLD’S LARGEST” 


INVESTMENT TRUST TO 
BENEFIT THE WORKERS
